“The Axis has bren tryin g desperately to ieinforre Sicily 
but the attempts have b e rn frustrated to the extent of a con­ 


siderable n u m b e r of troops and tons of equipm ent which have 
been sent to the bottom of the Mediterranean,1’ said an Air 
Force announcem ent at an Allied command post.

CHICAGO, July 13.—{IP)— Im prove m e nt in the nation's meat sit­ 
uation, easing to some extent the beef scarcity to civilians, was fore­ 
seen by packing company spokesmen today after the unloading of 
a heavy volume of cattle at the country’s m ajor live stock centers 
yesterday. 


Some 80,000 head of cattle arrived at the country's 20 biggest 
m arkets, including the highest run 
in seven months at the big C h i­ 
cago 
yards. 
Indications 
were 
farm ers were 
ready 
to 
unload 
their stock. 
They said with cattle moving 
to the markets, the w orst p a r t of 
the beef .shortage may be past and 
civilian supplies should be co n ­ 
siderably greater than in recent 
weeks. 
The 80,000 arrivals co m ­ 
pared w ith 62,000 a year ago and 
65,000 two years ago. 
Most of the cattle w ere from 
corn belt feed lots. 
Many had 
been held off the market, packers 
said, in the hope that farm ers 
feeding corn to the stock would 
receive the increased profit m a r ­ 
gin th e y had been demanding. 
At Chicago, receipts totaled 18,- 
000, the biggest run for any day 
since last N ovem ber 30, the larg ­ 
est ru n for a Ju ly day since 1936, 
and more t hair at any oth er ce n ­ 
ter. 
Demand for ail classes of c a t­ 
tle was broad at all centers and 
largo eastern buying orders a r ­ 
rived at all

The increased receipts

days after the W a r Meat Board 
announced it was m apping a p ro ­ 
gram designed to lessen the beef 
scarcity.

Diet and Health 


Premature Birth Toll Drops 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. P. 


IN A VERY large modern hos­ 
pital the death rate of prematu re 
infants fell from CO per cent IS 
years ago to 16 per cent la**! year. 


Dr. Clendenin* will answer 
qu estions of general interest 
only, and then only throu gh 
his colu mn. 


This is a remarkable adv ance and 
is du e to the application of a v ery 
carefu l rou tine of treatm ent and 
immediate care. 
The fou r factors in sav ing the 
prem atu re baby's life are: (I) 
Maintenance of body tempera­ 
tu re (2) indiv idu alized feeding, 
(3) specialized nu rsing techniqu e 
and (4) prev ention of infection. 
Both the heat-regu lating mecha­ 
nism and the respiratory center of 
the prem atu re infant are imper­ 
fectly dev eloped. Body tem pera­ 
ture drops rapidly to that of the 
su rrou nding air. 
Conv ersely, it 
is v ery easy to raise the tempera­ 
ture of the infants, and attem pts 
to keep them warm withou t well 
regu lated su perv ision are apt to 
do more harm than good. 


Keep Air Humid 
The 
tem peratu re 
shou ld 
be 
maintained between 80 and 85* 
Fahrenheit. Incu bators or ev enly- 
heated cribs which will maintain 
this tem peratu re are av ailable in 
most 
modern 
hospitals 
today. 
Prem atu re infants do not thriv e 
in a low’ hu midity and a hu midifier 
or air conditioning apparatu s is 
requ ired to keep the air of the 
ward or crib between 60 and 65*. 
The breathing m u st be watched 
v ery carefu lly an i some form of 
artificial respiration su bstitu ted 
if necessary. 
The digestiv e apparatu s, ev en 
in the smallest prem atu re infant, 
is 
reasonably 
well 
dev eloped. 
Breast milk is the ideal food and 
ev ery effort shou ld be made to 
secu re it. If not av ailable, some 
form of ev aporated or peptonized 
milk may be su bstitu ted, 
It is 
fou nd best to start feeding with­ 
in two hou rs after the infant is 
bom u nless there are special in­ 
dications against it. 
The prem atu re infant needs a 
good many calories— from 45 to 
50 per pou nd of body weight in 
the first 24 hou rs. This amou nt 
shou ld be increased at least 60 
calories within IO days. Smaller 
infants shou ld be fed at two-hou r 
interv als by day and three-hou r 
interv als 
at 
night. 
Vitamins 
shou ld be added to this diet early. 


Special nu rsing rare indicates 
that the nu rse shou ld hav e had 
some experience with premature 
Infants. The infant shou ld be fed, 
weighed and otherwise cared for 
withou t remov al from the incuba­ 
tor. It is a v ery good thing to in­ 
du ce crying in these infants in 
order to prev ent collapse of their 
lu ngs, lf the child appears to be 
in shock a stimu lant of some kind 
is indicated. 
Av oidance of Infection 
Aside from respiratory failure 
or mere inanition and weakness, 
the commonest cau se of death in 
a prem atu re infant is infection. 
This may come from the hands of 
the attendants, improperly steri­ 
lized feeding apparatu s, improp­ 
erly sterilized milk formu lae, or 
air-borne 
infection 
spread 
by 
v isitors or attendants. For this 
reason the most stringent regu l- 
tior.s—wearing masks, closing off 
the war I or incu bator from ou t­ 
side 
infection, 
washing 
and 
sterilizing the hands and all cloth­ 
ing or cloths that tou ch the in­ 
f a n t—are mandatory.
